Has Accomplished 


Form 1800 to 1840 there was a suc­ 
cession of Democratic presidents. Then 
the Whigs elected W. H. Harrison. 
Four years later he gave way to a 
Democrat, James K. Polk, who was in 
turn succeeded In 184S by a Whig— 
Zachary Taylor. 
In 
1852 the Demo­ 
crats elected Pierce, and In 1856 they.| 
elected Buchanan. 
He was the last 
Democratic president for twenty-eight 
years, during which time the Repub­ 
lican party was 
created and held 
power In the nation. 
In 1884 Cleve­ 
land was elected, but the Democrats 
failed to gain the national legislature. 
In 1892 they again elected Cleveland 
and this time captured both branches 
of congress and for the first time in 
thirty-six years secured for two years 
the power to enact or repeal a Fed­ 
eral statute. 


In 1896 the Republican party regain­ 
ed the power in. the nation which it 
has held until >oday when—this time 
in consequence of the treachery of 
Roosevelt—it will step down nnd out 
and give the reins of government into 
the hands of the triumphant Demo­ 
cracy. 


What President Woodrow Wilson, 
his cabinet and'his congress may do 
is a problem which will soon be an­ 
swered. It is to be hoped that the Dem­ 
ocrats,' enlightened by experience, will 
not repeat the history of the two years 
of disastrous Democratic rule under 
Cleveland from 1892 to 1894. It is to 
be hoped that they will content them­ 
selves with the offices and keep their 
experimental and ravaging hands off 
the throat of the industries and pros­ 
perity of the country.

The Water Commission Act. 


Clearing Off Timber 
Brockton Creates Style 


BirruiH introduced in the a«Hcmbly a hill to be known as "The Water; 
CommiHHion A c t , " whieh provides for the ereafioh of a water com-; 
miHsion on practically similar lines to those now governing the rail­ 
road commiHHion. 
This bill IIHH been referred to the committee on 
conservation, and will c o m e up some time during this scHKinn, 


The author of the hill has undoubtedly made an exhaustive study 
of the riparian laws of the state and of the United States, and it is 
drawn to make possible through such a eomrnission the use of all 
Unappropriated waters, and'to mnkc them useful to tin; people. 


QueHtioiiH concerning the filing on water, and all questions dealing 
with the ownership of water, in fact, all t h e distressing tangles that 
have surrounded irrigating companies from the very first in this 
state, will, if this bill becomes a law, be referred to this commission. 
The governor of the state and the state engineer will always be 
members of this commission, and the personnel will comprise three 
others. 


The San (labricl valley is fortunate in having Johnstone as father 
of this bill. 
While the bill, like nil others drawn to cover state-wide 
conditions, is somewhat inclusive, there is no doubt but that it 
includes and embraces some of Ihc peculiar conditions that have 
grown out. of the use of waters from t h e several canyons of the 
Sierra Madre mountains, and Johnstone, with his home near the 
mouth of one. of these, conyons, iuis had the. opportunity of half a life­ 
time to study the intracacies which arise from t h e use of such waters. 
"Whether Johnstone would s a y it. or not, there is no doubt but that 
1he great, corporations have received the greater benefits from t h e 
waters that flow off the people's domains, a n d hitherto there has been 
no redress, 
Litigation between rancher and power company results 
in the ruin of the rancher, generally.

About eighteen months ago the Argus contained n news story to 
the effect, that Horticultural Inspector James .It. Hodges of (.'ovina 
had discovered a parasitic worm at work on the tiny rootlets of the 
orange trees, which the inspector slates was the principal cause of 
mottled leaf, or chlorosis. 
This article was the first, to appear in print 
on this subject. 
Experimental men from the Wbittier station came 
to Covina and conferred with I ledges; they were shown the diseased, 
worm-riddled rootlets; they, were shown how the worm had been dis­ 
covered at work. 


Since that time the Whit tier station has been at work on this prob­ 


lem. 
A circular has just been issued by K. K. Thomas of the experi­ 
ment station, and this circular gives Mr, Hodges of Covina the credit 
for the discovery.

Ing that is done on private lands. In 
short, the forest will-be destroyed. 


In the Kanlksu sale part of the area 
will be clear-cut because the land is 
more valuable for agriculture than for 
forest. 
Slump 
land in the same 
neighborhood sells for as high as $40 
or $50 an acre; sometimes even more. 
While the present stand of timber on 
the best land within the forest is, ac­ 
cording to the forest service, in gen 
eral worth more than the land apart 
from the timber, the annual returns 
obtainable from farm crops make agrl 
culture the best form of use for this 
land. 


To open to homestead entry, land 
with from $5,000 to $7,000 worth of 
timber on each homestead, as is the 
case on many homestead areas on the 
Kanlksu, tends to put a premium on 
Its entry by timber speculators. From 
the speculators they go to the lumber 
companies, and by keeping the tim­ 
ber Intact for a long perfod, or by cut­ 
ting the land clean and then holding 
it at a price which the prospective 
homebullder looking for cheap land to 
develop can not pay. Therefore the 
government does not open to entry 
heavily timbered agricultural land on 
national forests until after the tlm 
ber has been cut off. 


In this Instance the Federal govern 
ment will receive about $650,000 for 
the timber, of which sum $225,000 will 
go to the benefit of the state for pub­ 
lic schools and good roads, and the 
rest 
will be covered into the treas 
ury. All told, the yearly receipts from 
the national forests have been about 
$2,000,000,000, of which timber' sales 
have contributed about one-half,, but 
the Forest Service reports tnatj. the, 
demand for government timber is^now 
increasing rapidly, .^i^e, Jujy. J ^i^e 
as much timber has bjeen;sold asVr' 
sold in the entire preceding twelve 
months, and while the timber will'be 
paid for only as it is removed during 
a term of years, the forestry officials 
expect to seje the timber ireceipts 
mount up fast each year during the 
period Immediately ahead
